A strange epidemic among horses has 
made its appearance in some patts of 
Scotland, and there are, it is stated, nv-rc 
than five hundred horses at the present 
moment euffering from its effect* in 
Edinburgh. The disease commencrs 
with great weakness an I swelling of tie 
eyes and limbs, the left rye in th« 
majority of cases being affetud mnn 
than the right There is also firqut mU 
intestinal disorder, and spots appe.r 01. 
the tongue as though from blood poison- 
ing. The attack lasts on an average 
from five to twelve days. Opinions ap- 
l>ear to differ as to whether it is infec- 
tious or not; at any rate, it is spreading 
rapidly, and affects horses indiscrim- 
inately in all classes of etables. One case 
has occurred of a cow suffering from it, 
and, as the animal was stalled beside a 
pony which had also suffered from it, 
there seems reason to fear that the disease 
must be infectious. On the other hand, 
instances are mentioned of horses es- 
caping the disease altogether, although 
occupying stables where several other 
horses were attacked. The dampness of 
the atmosphere which has lately pre- 
vailed is supposed to have originated 
the epidemic, and indeed the abnormal 
tale of the weather during the last six 
week* is quite sufficient to account for 
any amount of sickness, not only in the 
stable, but in the kennel.— Pall Mall Ga- 
xeite. 

AS ARCTIC KXVMtlTIOS. 

AC the extra session of congress a vig- 
orous effort will be made to get an ap- 
propriation for Capt. Howgate's arctic 
expedition. Capt. ilowgate is offered a 
suitable vessel for the transportation ol 
fifty men and their provisiors, outfits 
and other necessary material for a three- 
years' stay to Lady Franklin bay for the 
■urn of $18,000. The vessel offered is a 
propeller of six hundred and fifty-eight 
tons burden, copper fastened throughout, 
draws fourteen feet of water loaded, and 
underway makes from ten to twelve knots 
per hour. She can be made ready for 
the expedition in ten days from the re- 
ceipt of notice. The sum asked is high, 
even when the unusual risks incurred in 
navigating the artic seas are taken into 
consideration. A three-years' supply of 
provisions will cost, at current wholesale 
rata., $27,000, and the amount needed 
for the purchase of buildings for the col- 
ony,

With the commencement of the Lon- 
don season has arrived an illustrious vis- 
itor from South America. He is one of 
the largest of the boaidn family known 
to our generation. He is an anaconda 
( Emmttm murinrt*), which, as I tran>late 
it, means the good swimming mouse or 
c create r. This immense snake is uov 
safely housed in the zoological gardens, 
under the paternal care of Holland, who 
has for many years so ably managed the 
snakes, poisonous and non poisonous. 
Our visitor arrived at Liverpool in a 
large box. Intelligence was given to 
Mr. Bartlett, who proceeded to Liveriiool 
lo inspect him, a matter ol considerable 
difficulty. It will notdo to buy an expul- 
sive snake of this kind without a war- 
ranty. Snakes are very liable to canker 
in the mouth. The gums get swollen 
and flabby and completely conceal the 
teeth, to that the beast cannot leed. 
Aeain, if snakes are injured in their cap 
ture they frequently die in consequence 
It was necessary to examine the snake 
as to these two points. Having beeu 
shut up for several months without food 
and in the dark the anaconda was not 
a good temper. When the lid wa.- 
opened Mr. Bartlett caught him tight 
round the neck with both hands; it whs 
not necessary to open the mouth, as the 
savage snake did that soon enough ol 
himself in true anger. A moment's iu 
spection showed he had no disease of the 
gums. It was with some difficulty that 
Mr. Bartlett got his head back into tin 
box without letting out more than a not 
or two of his body. The anaconda ha» 
not poisonous teeth, but has great and 



dangerous powert»of crushing. The box 
with the snake weighed over two hun- 
dred pounds. It was with much dodg- 
ing that the anaconda was conducted by 
two keepers to his new quarters, where 
he at once retreated into a bath ef water, 
from which, as yet, he has only 
emerged once or twice. It is difficult 
to give the exact length of the snake, as 
he is not to be measuied with as much 
facility as a fathom of rope. He is now 
lying in three parallel folds in his bath ; 
we know the length of the bath.and wecal- 
culate his length to be between eighteen 
and twenty feet— a tr. mendous fel- 
1 m It was imp* erible to get a tape 
measure around him ; but having 
measured his diameter in his thickest 
part, we concluded that he is over two 
feet round the liody. At present he is 
thin, and the skin fits him very loosely. 
It is hoped that he will toon begin to 
feed. Mr. Bartlett, with his usual inge- 
nuity, has tound out how t«t make Mr, 
Anaconda feed, fie covers his 
over at night, and puts therein with the 
snake a duck. The duck is always gone 
iu the morning, and the snake appears 
fatter. Anaconda is decidely nocturnal 
and aquatic in his habits. Like our 
own British snake, it is found in marshy, 
damp places, and he feeds upon animals 
which come down to drink at night. Mr. 
Bartlett has ascertained that the last 
meal this snake had consisted of a young 
jieccary, the horny part of the hoofs hav- 
ing lieen discovered in the stones at the 
bottom of the cage; there are also 
the hairs of another animal which has to 
be diagnosed by microscopists. This trop- 
ical American snake is also called the 
Alxima. The provincial name FA traqa 
vambo or the deer swallower. He never 
interferes with men, although, of course, 
he will take his own part if attacked. It 
is greatly to be hoped that this magnifi- 
cent snake will, in time, get an appetite 
and recover from his travel-worn appear- 
ance. His companion in the cage is a 
magnificent reticulated python ( I'lor 
Mm), caught at Penang. He has been 
at thegardenssince August, 1876, and has 
not eaten anything since he arrived. He 
shed his skin on Sunday, February 25, 
and is now most lovely to behold. It 
would be impossible to describe the tints 
of the new skin (a splendid lacing of 
bronze, blue, gold and black), except by 
saying that they are quite as gorgeous as 
the peacock's plumage. — Land and 
Water.

will help you over some of the things 
which y»u call difficulties. In the first 
place, aiways write distinctly. It de- 
stroys much of the pleasure in 'receiv- 
ing a letter if it can not lie read without 
puzzling out every word. Many an 
epistle, written on heavy cream-laid 
pajier with a monogram at the top, is 
only an annoyance to the one to 
whom it is addressed on account of 
pale ink and careless handwriting. 

Be particular in the matter of dating 
giving every item distinctly, and sign 
the letter with your full name. If this 
habit is formed, you will not run the 
risk of lwsing valuable letters, which can 
not be forwarded from the dead letter 
office, unless accompanied with a full ad- 
dress. 

You will find it more easy to reply lo 
a letter soon after you get than if you 
neglect it for a few weeks, liecause you 
will have the impression which the first 
reading made upon you. Tell your 
friend when you received the letter 
which you are answering, and take up 
the topics in the order in which they 
naturally come, remembering to 'answer 
all the questions which have been asked. 
Try to think what your friend would 
like best to hear about, and when you 
undertake to tell anything do not leave 
it half told, but finish the story. People 
who are not careful about this often give 
a false impression without meaning to do 
so. For instanoe, one of these careless 
writers, in giving an account of a fire, 
simply stated that the house was burned, 
without giving any qualifications, thus 
giving the impression that it was en- 
tirely consumed, thereby causing a whole 
family much anxiety, as the actual burn- 
ing in question was very slight. 

Do not consider anything to*» trivial 
to write about which you would thiuk 
worth mentioning in conversation. 
Writing letters is simply talking upon 
J* and your friends will be much

In writing to very intimate friends, 
who will be interested in the details of 
your daily life, it is well sometimes to 
make your letter a sort of diary — telling 
something of how you have spent each 
day since you wrote last; what liooka 
you have been reading, what letters you 
have received from mutual friends, ami 
what you have heard or seen which has 
interested you. 

Write all you have to say on one sub- 
ject at once. That is, do not begin to 
tell alxiut your garden, and then about 
your school, and then about your gar- 
den again; but finish one subject before 
you begin another. Do not Ik- afraid of 
using the pronoun /. Some people avoid 
it, and thus give their sentences a shabby 
and unfinished sound, as, " Went to 
Boston-called on Mrs. Smith." Never 
ajiologize for what you write, by saying 
that you do not like to write letters. 
You would not think it quite jiolite, in 
visiting a friend, te say, " I do not like 
to talk to you, so I shall not say much." 
Keep the idea before you that you are 
writing for the sake of giving pleasure 
to your friend. 

When your letter is merely an in- 
quiry, or on a matter of business, the 
case is different. You then should try 
to be as brief, concise and clear as possi- 
ble. An elaborately drawn out business 
letter is as out of place as it is incon- 
siderate. 

"Do not think what to write, but 
write what you think," is an old rule, 
and a good one to remember. 1 f you are 
away from home, it is very selfish not to 
share you r good times wifh the famil7 
by writing frequent letters. You can 
tell whit you arc enjoying so much lict- 
ter while it is fresh in your mind than 
you o«o after you return, when you may 
not have leisure to go over the whole 
ground; and these home let'.ers may be 
a means afterward of refreshing your 
own memory, and reminding you of in- 
cidents which you would otherwise have 
forgotten. There are many other things 
which might be said here, but this will 
do for the present. A very good rule for 
letter writing is the golden one—" Do as 
you would be done by." — Su»an A.

After a few expiring wriggles— anc* it 
is a comfort to lie informed by natural- 
ists that fish are almost insensible to pain 
— the cod is flung from the fisherman's 
boat upon the rough stage, where it is re- 
ceived by the " cut throat," who, with a 
sharp knife, lays open the fish across the 
throat and down the belly, and passes it 
to the header. This operator proceed* 
to extract the liver, which is dropped 
into a vessel by his wide, to be converted 
into cod liver oil. He then extracts the 
entrails and wrenches off the head, and 
throws these into another receptacle, to 
be preserved for the farmer, to mix with 
bog and earth, thus forming a most fer- 
tilizing compost for his fields. The 
tongues, however, are taken out, and also 
the sounds, and these, fresh or pickled, 
are an excellent article of food. The fish 
is then passed to the splitter, who, by a 
dexterous movement, cuts out the back- 
bone nearly to the tail, and thus lays the 
fish entirely open, and capable of being 
laid flat on its back. This is the nicest 
part of the operation, and the splitter 
always commands higher wages than the 
rest of the operators. The Salter next 
takes the fish ami washes it well from all 
particles of blood, salts it and places 
it in piles to drain. Alter laying the 
proiier length of time it is washed, and 
spread to dry on the " flake,'' which ia 
formed of spruce lioughs, supported by a 
framework resting upon upright poles. 
Here the cod are spread out individually 
to bleach by exposure to aim and air, 
and during this process require constant 
attention. At nijfht, or on the approach 
of rain, they are made up into little 
round heap*, with the skin outward, In 
which state they look very much like 
small haycocks. When the "bloom," 
or whitish appearance, which for a time 
they assume, comes out on the dried fish, 
the process is finished, and then they are 
quite ready for storing. Ou being con- 
veyed to the premises of the exporting 
merchant, they arc first "culled," or 
assorted, into four different kinds, known 
as " Merchantable," " Madeira," " West 
India," and " Dun," or broken fien. 
The first is the best quality, the second 
a grade lower, the third is intended for 
the stomachs of the negroes, and the 
fourth, which is Incapable of keeping, is 
used at home. The cod aent to hot 
countries are packed by screw power into 
small casks called " drums ; " thoae which 
go to the Mediterranean are usually ex 
ported in bulk. Large quantities ef 
dried cod fish are shipped to Brawh end 
there is hardly an inhabited corae* ol 
that vaat empire where the Newfound- 
land cod is not te be found, being carried 
on the backs of mule* from the aeacoaet 
into the mo*t distant province* of the 
interior.

town of Greenwich has become the head- 
quarters of a regiment of the raisers, 
f anciers, betters and fighters of game 
cocks. The Journal's invisible reporter 
lias ascertained the particulars of a dozen 
recent fiahte, which it 'gives with the 
names of the prominent abettors. It 
ihen tells its readers something about 
these poor birds. It savs : 

If the cock is over weight, he is by 
medicine rapidly reduced to the required 
Tsoint, i> shut up all day in a barrel with 
out feed, and at night brought out and fo-1 
in a room, with a light kept burning all 
jiight, to accustom him to the light, and 
exercised in fighting other fowls nightly, 
to give him the proper training, and 
after about ten days and nights of such 
•'moral and intellectual culture" and 
" home training," he is ready for the 
pit to " battle to the death," to be killed 
himself or kill his fellow. The time ai d 
place being agreed upon, and all the pre- 
liminaries arranged, the great* st secrecy 
is observed to baffle the officers of the 
law. The fowls are carried in bigs, 
often for miles by their owners, and by 
railroad for a distance of fifty miles in 
come cases. Arriving upon the ground 
or building at about midnight, a rough 
inciosure of boards is made abont ten 
feet square and nearly two feet in height. 
The cocks are then taken by the lieelers 
■who cut off" their "spurs" down to 
about half an inch of their legs, and 
while smarting and bleeding they are 
burnt with a red hot iron to stop the 
flow of blood. A piece of chamois skin is 
then bound on and long steel gaffs from 
two to three inches long with a point as 
sharp as a needle are bound firmly on 
with waxed ends over the stump. The 
birds are then by the u heelers " clipped 
f. their hackle, saddle, breast and all 
tail feathers, and thus shorn of their 
beauty, are put in the pit by the heelers 
who are their seconds, " bottle holders," 
spongers and managers throughout the 
tight, until the death of their " cham- 
pion" or his fellow relieves him from 
the charge. Death generally takes place 
in about Ave or ten minutes at farthest. 
As anon as the fowls are put in '.he pit 
and catch a glimpse of their antagonist 
they make for each other and the battle 
commences amid the shouts and cheers 
and laughter of the mongrel crowd of 
veil dressed, wealthy, seem to be respect- 
able, native and foreign element, with a 
choice sprinkling of niggers, gin-mill 
loafers and played out politicians, dead 
lieata and bummers of the surrounding 
towns for miles around and the hangers- 
on of "prize fights," Dead Rabbits, 
Five Pointers, Water street sharks and 
•lock rata of New York city. Imagine 
such a mixed throng as this crowding 
Hround to see the dying struggles of these 
noblB birds — shoulder to shoulder, and 
cheek to cheek in loving, brotherly em- 
brace, straining their eyes and ears, 
mounted on each other's shoulders often- 
times, breathing an atmosphere of ? moke, 
atench, bad whiskey, old pipes, butts of 
older cigars, ioul breaths, and fouler 
oaths and words and obscene jests, and 
you only need the smell and contact of 
brimstone|to make this picture of a cock- 
light one of the "devil's own." The 
long, sharp steel gaffs worn by these 
birds soon wound each other and cover 
them with blood, until, smarting with 
pain, they madly rush and make desperate 
lunges at each other's heads and eyes 
with these swords of death, until they 
are driven through to the hilts, and 
eleath ensues in a moment. A fight rarely 
lasts over five or ten minutes, in many 
cases scarcely a minute, the first thrust 
of the gaffs killing in some cases. As 
many as twenty or thirty noble birds. 
imageB of which for years have been 
mounted upon many a church spire 
throughout this Christian land, are 
cruelly killed by each other and their 
torn and bleeding carcasses thrown out 
to the dogs almost before life is extinct, 
and their own murderous gaffs are cutoff 
of the dying gladiator and fastened in 
turn upon a "fresh fowl" to murder his 
fellow in return, to gloat the appetite 
and satisfy the fiendish love of torture 
and put the coveted greenbacks in the 
pockets of the angelic throng. Hundreds 
of dollars thus change hands nightly, 
money in many cases taken from working 
men and those whose families need every 
dollar to live in these trying times. One 
i f the moat noted cock-fights of the sea- 
l-on took place at Mamaroneck a while 
i< go, in a farm house owned by one of the 
j arties, in the day time.

Hint* on Pruning. 

A correspondent of the American 
Farmers' club writing on the pruning 
and training of fruit trees offered the 
following suggestions: Apple trees in 
gardens and orchards that are all* wed 
to grow freely and naturally, require to 
have only their heads thinned out, and 
especially in the center, so that light and 
air may be freely admitted to every part. 
Young trees should be closely looked 
after for a few years after planting, so 
that by the judiciou? removal of ill- 
placed shoots or branches and the short- 
ening of others, the tree may Ik- encour- 
aged to assume a neat style of growth. 
Standard and pyramidal pear trees should 
be treated in the same way as apple 
trees, a good thinning rather than hard 
pruning being quite as desirable in their 
case as with apples. Horizontally 
trained trees against walls require, how- 
ever, to be treated somewhat differently, 
if* only for appearance sake. The flowers 
are borne on spurs, consequently these 
only should be left untouched ; and the 
shoots made last season should lie pruned 
close in, say to within an inch or so to 
*,heir base. The production of fruit 
tearing spurs, rather than unfruitful 
shoot*, on the main branches, should be 
the •bject aimed at in pruning, and it 
should be borne in mind that hard or 
close pruning is not favorable to this 
process; consequently be sparing with 
the knife in the case of the horizontal 
leaders, which may be nailed in their 
entire length if we'll ripened. Standard 
plum trees also require to be well thinned 
out if good crops of fine fruit are de- 
sired. Plum trees on walls, which are 
generally trained in fan shape, must lie 
treated "pretty much the same as pear 
trees. In this case, also, the flowers are 
borne on spurs, so that the breast wood 
and such growths as are not required for 
nailing in should be cut close back. The 
leaders may be nailed in their entire 
length in this case also, if well ripened; 
if not, cut back to the well seasoned 
wood. Be careful in strong growths not 
to cut back more than is absolutely 
necessary. Hand pruning in such cases 
means a more vigorous growth still in the 
coming season. Prune weak shoots clu 
to encourage vigor, and cut the strong 
ones as little as possible to repress it, and 
vou will soon get a well balanced tree 
The flowers of the peach and nectarine 
are borne on the shoots developed the 
previous year, hence the system of prun- 
ing to be followed in their case is totally 
different from those before menticned 
The shoots which ln>re flowers and litiits 
last season must be cut out as far as 
possible and the young growths made at 
the same time cncoii raged : and if trained 
against walls I as is advisable with at least 
the nectarines) nailed to their placet" 
straight ami neatly, at from two to three 
inches apart. 

Cartas Pork. 

Curing pork so that it will always lie 
sweet is not a difficult matter, provided 
the necessary requisites are furnished 
pork from young pigs from six to ten 
months old and plenty of good salt. A 
writer in the Country Gentleman says: 
Cut the pork op into suitably sized 
pieces, alter it has lost all the animal 
heat, but is should never have been al 
lowed to freeze. Rack closely in a clean 
ilght cask, in alternate layers of pork 
and salt, using from half a bushel to i 
whole bushel to each barrel (two hun 
dred pounds). A portion of the salt 
must b%» [(reserved for the brine, which 
must be boiled and skimmed and sat 
united with salt. When cold pour over 
the pork, taking care to provide sufficient 
brine to cover the meat at least two 
inches. Lay a heavy flat stone on the 
pork, to keep it from floating, and the 
pork will keep sweet as long as it is 
covered with brine. Ordinary fine 
Onondaga salt is just as good as the 
coarse salt, if the same weight is used 
The barrel should always have undis- 
solved salt in the brine. For bacon 
hams ami shoulders, use eight pounds o 
sail, one quart of molasses (or its equi 
valent — two and oue-half pounds o 
sugar), two ounces of saltjH-tre, one 
ounce of saleratus, and two ounces o 
cayenne pepper to each one hundret
